The Ficarotta* live in an at­ 
tractive one-story, brick ranch 
house on heavily traveled Yard­ 
ley Road, and they have near­ 
by neighbors, Chief 
Waterson 
said, “The puzzle is that no one 
passing by saw the attack, or 
if they did see it, did not report 
to police,” he said. 


“ lf anyone recalls seeing the 
car parked near the Ficarotta 
home, they are asked to con­ 
tact Lower Makefield Township 
police to provide us with a bet­ 
ter description of the car,” Wa- 
tcrson stated’. 


Scalp Wound 


Mrs. Ficarotta was taken to 
Mercer Hospital, Trenton, for 
emergency treatment of a scalp 
wound inflicted by the intruders. 
A nearby physician, Dr. Albert 
E. White, was summoned th the 
scene by police. On Dr. White’s 
advice, she was taken to the 
hospital in Morrisville^ Union 
Fire Co. ambulance. 


Several hours before the at­ 
tack, Chief Waterson told the 
Courier-Times he was issuing a 
warning to residents not to take 
chances with strangers coming 
to their doors. Today he re-em­ 
phasized his warning not to let 


strangers in the house. He said 
he would rather the residents 
call police and let them check 
the strangers. 
“ If anything is wrong, they 
won’t hang around,” he stated. 


Mrs, Ficarotto has two other 
children, Allen, 7 and Robert. 5. 
Waterson said one of the boys 
was in the home at the time of 
the attack and the other was 
playing at a neighbor’s house. 
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Caff Us, Chief Says 
Waterson Warns 
On Strangers 


Lower Makefield Town­ 
ship Police Chief Robert 
Waterson yesterday issued 
a warning to householders 
not to trust strangers com­ 
ing to their doors. 
Ironically, 
the warning 
was issued an hour before 
a township woman, Mrs. 
Margo Ficarotto, was beat­ 
en by two men who posed 
as New Jersey Motor Ve­ 
hicle Inspectors 
to 
gain 
entry to her home. 
The chief’s warning, al­ 
though it did not help Mrs. 
Ficarotto, was made in an 
effort to prevent just such 
incidents. 
Waterson 
told 
the 
Courier-Times 
News­ 
paper yesterday 
that 
he 
was concerned with t h e 
public’s lack of knowledge 
about what to do when a 
person they 
distrust, 
or 
acts suspicious comes to 
the door. 
Home Ransacked 
He cited a case last year 
in 
which 
two 
neighbors 
saw a man enter a house, 
when they knew no one was 
home. It was later discov­ 
ered the home was 
ran­ 
sacked. 


Waterson said the public 
sometimes hesitates to call 
police when they see some­ 
thing that does' not seem 
correct happening. 
He said, “ Whenever you 
see something amiss, call 
the police immediately. A 
quick call to police head­ 
quarters 
can 
oftentimes 
save property, and protect 
residents from serious in­ 
jury, or death. 
“ The 
public’s 
coopera­ 
tion is needed to provide 
the best police protection 
for everyone in the com­ 
munity.” 
Waterson s*aid the police 
would rather take the time 
to check on possible sus­ 
pects than have to investi­ 
gate a robbery, or worse, 
hours 
after 
the 
incident 
happens. 
He emphasized that in to­ 
day’s age of turnpikes and 
high speed ears, a suspect 
can be 
in 
another state 
within hours of a crime. 
“ We need the help of ev­ 
eryone 
to combat crime 
and protect the life 
and 
property of our residents.” 
he added

Authority Delays Award 
Of Water Tank Contract 


The Falls Township Zoning 
Board of Adjustment last night 
rejected the controversial 
ap­ 
plication of Eugene Huff for a 
gas station on W. Trenton Ave. 
In turning down the request, 
board chairman Joseph Drexler 
cited four reasons: the proposed 
station is within 500 feet of a 
residentially zoned district; 
it 
would be offensive by reason of 
noise and illumination; it would

Planning Loan 


The authority had deleted a 
no-interest federal loan for plan­ 
ning from its budget for the 
new tank, Burgner, said so that 
any delay could be minimized. 
Shortly after the bids were ac­ 
cepted word was received by the 
authority that the requested loan 
for the planning of a new water 
filitration plant had been ap­ 
proved. 


June 15 has been set by the 
authority as the date for ac­ 
ceptance of bids for the con­ 
struction of the water filtration 
plant on an eight-acre tract in 
L o w e r Makefield Township. 
Burgner said. The authority will 
open the bids July 20, he said. 


Burgner said 
the 
authority 
had hoped to finance the con­ 
struction of the new water tank 
under terms of its old bond is­ 
sue, but decided instead in fa­ 
vor of total refinancing to in­ 
clude the outstanding $2.5 mil­ 


lion issue, and costs of the tank 
and filtration plant. 
Refinance 
The refinancing plan is ex­ 
pected to enable the authority to 
get more attractive terms on a 
new bond issue. 
The firm of Eastman and Dil­ 
lon of Philadelphia has been re­ 
tained by the authority as fi­ 
nancial advisors for the pro­ 
posed refinancing. 
Burgner noted the tank is the 
second step in the authority’s 
plans to give the borough a 
modern and efficient water sys­ 
tem. The first step was the in­ 
stallation of more than 2,400 wa­ 
ter meters in the borough, he 
said. 
Final Step 
The final step will be the fil­ 
tration plant construction, which 
will be capable of handling the 
treatment of more than 6 mil­ 
lion gallons of water a day. 
The proposed tank is to be 
erected on a site at Delaware 
and Riverview Aves., and is ex­ 
pected to be completed by the 
end of the year, despite the 
short delay in awarding con­ 
tracts. 
The inclusion of Yardley and 
Lower Makefield Township and 
the 
Penn 
Warner 
Industrial 
Park in the borough’s system 
makes the larger system neces­ 
sary, 
The $17,980 planning advance 
was announced by Congressman 
Willard S. Curtin May 27. He 
noted the funds would be pro­ 
vided by the Community Facili­ 
ties Administration of the Pub­ 
lic Works Administration.

N J. To Act 


On Pollution 


IMI I L A D E L P I I I A (AP) 
—Jam es F. Wright, executive 
director of the Delaware River 
Basin Commission, said today 
New Jersey is about to crack­ 
down on pollution in the Dela­ 
ware River. 
He told a U.S. Senate subcom­ 
mittee on air and water pollu­ 
tion: 
“ We are pleased to report to 
the subcommittee that within a 
few days the New Jersey Health 
Department 
will 
promulgate 
regulations 
requiring so-called 
secondary treatment of domes­ 
tic 
wastes, 
separately 
or 
in 
combination 
with 
industrial 
wastes, before discharging the 
effluents to the Delaware.” 
A spokesman for the New Je r­ 
sey 
Health 
Department 
con­ 
firmed that regulations to crack 
down on Delaware River pollu­ 
tion will be established. But the 
spokesman 
said 
it 
certainly 
won’t come in the next few 
days. He said the regulations 
are “ being weighed carefully.”
